Marion, South Dakota, Apr. 10.—A 
butane gas explosion shattered the little St 
Mary’s Catholic Church just before the. 9 a.m, 
palm. Sunday. Mass today, killing at least six 
‘worshippers and injuring more than 40. A

An investigation showed that 
the small brick church was full 
of gas from a basement furnace 
lenk and that any spark could 
have touched off an explosion. 


The Murch’'s shingle roof was 
lifted in the air and collapsed 
onto pews buckling in the mid- 
dle. The? brick walls trembled 
crazily, some falling inward and 
some outward. 


. Six persons were counted dead 
in the first few hours after tho 
blast and a crew of 60 workers 
dug through the debris for 
possible additional — victims. 
About 10 of the Injured were in 
serious condition, The roof war 
drageed away quickly with 
bulldozers, hawever, and search- 
ers beleved: that “no more 
victims would be found.

German Statute. 


Berlin, Apr. 10.—The Occupation _ Statute 
agreed by the threo Western Foreign Ministers 
in Washington establishes clearly the joint 
sovereignty of the three Allied Powers over 
Western Germany in international Iaw for the 
first time. . 

In speaking of “exercise of the supreme 
authority” which ts retained by these Powers, 
the Statute draws the formal conclusion from 
the collapse of four-Power sovereignty establish- 
ed by the Potsdam Agreement, inoperative 
since the dissolution of the Allied . Control 
Council in Berlin a year ago. 


The Allied High Commission 
established by the three- Power. 
agreement. becomes the body for 
execution of Western control, 

The joint sovereignty is only | 
limited under the Statute by 
the freedom granted to the Ger- 
man Federal Government, which 
ig. removable under Clause three 
entitling the Allics to resume 
full control in an emergency. 


One consequence of <Allicd 
sovereignty ig that ‘the Statute 
makes no provision for the long- 
debated judicial arbitration be- 
tween the Allics und the Ger- 
mans.

Sofia, Apr. 10-—The BDul- 
carlan Government. | today 
published the text of three 
notes bearing on the recent 
trlal of 16 Protestant pastors in 
Bulgaria, 

One protested to the United 
Nations against the proposed 
United Nations discussion of the 
trial, : 

Tho other two were addécssed 
to Britain, These rejected Bri- 
fain's note of March 12 protest~ 
ing thot the trial infringed civil 
liberties, and replied to the Brl- 
tish protest last month against 
the expulsion of Mr Denis 
Greenhill, First Secretary to the 
British Legation in Sofia. 

Mr Greenhill was declared 
persona non grata by the Bul- 
#arian Government ns a result 
of evidence given at the pastors’ 
trlal. . ‘ 

This note, quoted by the Bul- 
garinn news ngency, expressed 
surprise at’the British sugsges- 
tion that a*member of the Bul- 
garlan Legation in London might 
be expelled in reprisal. 

Declaring that: Bulgaria's: 
decision in expelling Mr Green- 
hill was based on “undeniable 
facts," the note sald that 
any similar action against the 
Bulgarian Legatlon in London 
would be an “arbitrary act 
hostile to the Bulgarian Re- 
public.” 

The protest te the | United 
Natfons Secretary Genersl, Mr. 
Trygve Lic, sald that the pas- 
trial, with that of 
Cardinal, Mindszenty, formed 1 
pretext for the proposed placing 
on the United Nations agenda 
of the “so-called restriction of 
religious nnd other liberties” 
in Bulgarla and Hungary. 

This proposal concerned “a 
purely internal question, and 
was based . on partisan lying 
information, the note ‘declared, 
according to the Bulgarian 
-news agency. It accustd the’ 
countries concerned of pro- 
filing by the fact that the 
Sceurity Councll had not yet 
admitted Bulgaria to member- 
ship of the United Nations. 

The third Bulgarian note 
complained of the [nadmissible 
tone “of the British protest 
apainst the pastors’ trial, and 
said thit the facts disclosed 
at the trial were “indisput- 
able’.—Reuter.
